The arrest of liyrnesin Paris is attract- 
ing attention, and has called from the 
clerical and radical journals a stnriu Lt 
indignation. Nothing coiihl bo more 
frank and outspoken than their abuse of 
Englishmen, or warmer than their express- 
ions of sympathy with Ireland.
